WHY DOESN’T THE LEAGUE) 
AID THIS MINORITY? 


' Nine Catalonian lawyers, leaders of the Barce- 
lona bar, have been banished from their homes by 
Orders of the royal government at Madrid, their 
practice thus ruined, and their livelihood destroyed. 
The crime of which these lawyers were accused 
Was that of using their native Catalonian language, 
contrary to the Spanish regulations. 

’ Catalonia has always been, at the same time, the 
most progressive and the most restively independ- 
ént province of Spain. The Catalans are distinct 
in origin, in physique, costume, and language from 
the other inhabitants of Spain. Pride of race and 
@ revolutionary spirit have kept their strain prac- 
tically intact throughout centuries marked by con- 
flict. 

’ Early in their history the tribes of Catalonia 
were known for their hardihood and daring. They 
sent out ships on the Mediterranean and are be- 
lieved to have ventured through the straits of 
Gibraltar and to have coasted down the western 
shores of Africa for considerable distances. 


‘The hostile Carthaginians, first under Hamilcar, 
then under Hannibal, broke in upon the growing 
peace and prosperity of Catalonia. They succeeded 
in establishing themselves there, but not until after 
many fierce battles marked by more than one de- 
feat. Then came the Romans in pursuit of their 
war with Carthage. They conquered the country, 
but they failed to subdue the national] identity of 
the people. Many of the invaders were absorbed 


iiite the native population by intermarriage. Under 


Roman rule Catalonia prospered again and 
mightily. 

Toward the end of the fifth century the Goths 
and the Alans drove down from the north. Two 
hundred and fifty years later came the Saracens, 
who were later driven out with the help of Charle- 
magne. There followed rule under French counts, 
but these overlords, imbibing the spirit of independ- 
ence of their people, soon broke away from France. 
Catalonia was annefed to Aragon through the 
marriage of the ruling houses, but the union was 
often severed. In 1640 Catalonia gave itself to 
France, preferring French rule to the tyranny of 
Philip [V. It was given back to Spain in 1659, but 
three times later was to come under the rule of 
France. During the Carlist uprisings in Spain, 
after 1823, Catalonia was a stronghold of the 
various pretenders to the throne. 

Thus the history of this Spanish province is one 
of a long struggle for freedom. The desire for 
independence of the. government at Madrid still 
runs strong. Despite the ravages wrought by 
many wars, the province has been developed be- 
yond the rest of Spain by the industry and energy 
of its people. : 

The high handed exile of the nine Catalonian 
lawyers, for no more reason than their insistence 
on their right to use their own language, is an act 
that might well be brought to the attention of the 
league of nations. Few Buropean minorittes, 
whose rights the league is: supposed to protect, 
have carried on so long a struggle as have the 
people of Catalonia. If Spain, whose pretensions 
to a permanent seat in the league council were 
partly responsible for the recent discord at Geneva, 
wouki enter into the altruistic procgedings of the 
league with clean hands, she ought to submit the 
question of the Catalonian minority for the league's 
adjudication. 

Instead of which, she resorts to tyrannous legis- 
lation and force, as has been and is now the custom 
in Europe, both before the league and afterward, 
with the league's connivance— witness Silesia, 
Transylvania, and the Tyrol.

QUALITY IN EDUCATION. 

Chicago, March 20.—The visit of Presi- 
dent James Rowland Angell to this city 
during the last week revives an old 
question for some of us. “ Quality—not 
Quantity—at Yale” was the keynote of 
his address before members of the Yale 
Club of Chicago last Saturday evening. 
What can this be but an inginuation 
against our middle western universities, 
to one of which Dr. Angell’s father dedi- 
cated his life? And who can say that 
the purpose of any of our educators, 
Walter Dill Scott, Max Mason, David 
Kinley, Glenn Frank, and other leaders 
in middle western education, has “ quan- 
tity” as his primary purpose? 

But granted that Yale, Harvard, and 
Princeton gain in the quality of gradu- 
ates by limiting the number of under- 
graduates, aren't we to be complimented 
rather than censured for having the 
courage to try the bigger job? And 
granted that many of our wealthy people 
send their sons east to school because 
they believe them superior to our own 
institutions, is it fair for the leader of 
any school, be it Harvard, Yale, Prince- 
ton, or Berea college, to invade our sec- 
tion with the subtle proposal that our 
institutions are inferior? 

James Burrill Angell, the Yale presi- 
dent's father, and beyond that, the coun- 
try’s leading educator twenty years ago, 
is still one of the livest traditions at 
Michigan. Every Michigan man is taught 
to revere him. Magnanimity was his 
finest characteristic. l‘'rejudice and bias 
had no part in his makeup. His spirit 
and character together with one of the 
finest sensibilities with which God ever 


endowed man endeared him to every one 


with whom he came in contact. James 
Rowland Angell’s backhanded slap at our 
middle western schools is not appreci- 
ated by those who have learned to revere 
his father. And neither is the bulk of 
this propaganda for Yale, Princeton, and 
dear old Harvard. W. H. 6. 


AGAINST THE METRIC SYSTEM. 


Chicago, March 19.--I see by today’s 
TRIBUNE that we have the metric system 
with us again, like the Shakespeare- 
Bacon humbug, the boll weevil, and the 
seven year itch. It rages violently for 
a few weeks about once in every ten or 
a dozen years and then, as the funds of 
the society for its promotion run low, 
it sinks into a fitful slumber. THE Tris- 
UNE has enumerated nearly all the ad- 
vantages claimed for the metric system, 
and dismisges those features that for 
the present render it impracticable with 
a sly wink. . 

The English speaking world — which 
means the preponderating motive power 
of the world—is against it. The great 
body of English literature is indissolubly 
wedded to inches, feet, yards, fathoms, 
furlongs and miles; to ounces, pounds, 
hundredweights, quarters, halves and 
tons; to gills, pints, quarts, gallons, bar- 
rels, hogsheads, puncheons, etc. None 
of these has its exact equivalent iff the 
metric system, and every country on the 
face of the globe has its variants. The 
entire metric system, with its multiply- 
ing of kilos and meters, has nothing 
that appeals to thirsty man with the 
Dutchman’s stoop of wine. 

Just to give a faint idea of what a 
change to the metric system would mean 
to one industry in the United States, it 
has been computed that the change of 
mileposts to kilometers on American rail- 
ways would cost nearly two million dol- 
lars, and the changes in four items would 
pile up the following imposing totals: 

Changing mliieposts 1,835,000 

Changing tariffs ........... 100,006,000 

Changing standard plans.. 15,000,000 

Changes in shop machin- 

ery, tools, ete, and 

additional stock of sup- 
PLCS ..ccecccevccececessssees 216,000,000 
$332,835, 000 

The mere conversion of the 400,000 
miles of tracks into kilometers would 
enlarge the mileage to nearly 650,000 
kilometers. To fit the crime we would 
have to begin thinking and calculating 
in smaller units of value, weights and 
measures—exchanging the dollar of our 
daddies for francs, sous, centimes or the 
fluctuating marks, pesos, kronens, rupees 
and rubles of every other nation under 
the sun. The little pup’s tail would wag- 
gle the Great Dane. The idea of chang- 


ing every unit.of comparison in English 
figures without any compensating ad- 
vantage is worthy of the professional! in- 
novators who camp on the steps of the 
Capitol at Washington.

BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Butter Flavors mm Cookies. 


Sweet butter has a delicious flavor 
in cakes and cookies just because it is 
sweet and, moreover, fresh, like cream. 
In thin cookies the cooking time is 
so brief that the butter cannot stew 
out, and with the sugar the combina- 
tion is of the caramel! or -butterscotch 
type in flavor, a taste widely popular. 

We started an experiment in making 
a sort of thin cookie, one as thin as a 
“sand” cookie, or as the thin ginger- 
breads that will roll when in hot thin 
disks, with these proportions: One-half 
cup butter, one cup, brown sugar, one 
egg, one-half cup flour, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt. Cream the butter and grad- 
ually work the sugar into it. Add un- 
beaten egg and beat thoroughly, and 
then beat in flour and salt. Drop bits 
on cvoking sheet with a wide space 
between, and put a half nut in the 


middle of each blob of batter if you. 


like. 


Bake eight minutes at 375 de- 
grees. 


a 

These we found spread out too thin, 
but the flavor was superior. The same 
recipe was then tried out using only 
two tablespoons of butter. What we 
rot seemed entirely unrelated to the 
above, although nuts were added. The 
butter flavor hardly counted in this 
case. 

Then the recipe was tried out with 
four taUiespoons, or 6ne-fourth cup, of 
butter and with some nuts. A thin 
cokkie was/obtained, and one that 
could have been rolled over a stick 
when it was hot. It had a good quality 
of flavor, but not one as “‘ rich ’’ as that 
made by the first formula. However, 
we think few people would find fault 
with the latter. 

Now, .of course, the butter not only 
adds flavor, but it gives other qualities 
worthy of our appreciation, yet such 
tastiness as it yields is something that 
the person in the slightest way inclined 
to obesity should avoid. And when we 
add walnuts, which yield 3,300 calories 
per pound, to this cookie we are in a 
sense carrying coals to our Newcastle 
of butter.

Snow and ice has broken many 
branches off the shrubbery this’ win- 
ter and left the bushes looking ragged 
on many Chicago lawns. With the 
snow and ice melted off the bushes 
it is easy to see what pruning is needed 
to put the shrubs in shape for the sea- 
son.

In Burkholder’s tips on pruning, 
which he gives as an expert horticul- 
turist of Purdue university, he says 
shrubs which are only a few years 
old rarely require pruning. As the 
plants grow older some varieties have 
a tendency to become too tall or else 
so thickly branched that many of the 
lower and center shoots begin to die 
out. 

ee 

The dead branches should be cut 
out along with the limbs broken by 
snow and ice. If you don’t know when 
this horticulturist’s 
advice. He says to prune all varieties 
which produce their bloom on wood 
growth the previous summer, after 
they bloom, including such shrubs as 
the Van Houtte spires, bridal wreath 
spirea, syringes, and golden bell. A 
shrub like the hydrangea, which blooms 
later in the summer on the current 
season’s growth, should be pruned in 
the spring before the leaves come out. 
Generally all early blooming shrubbery 
should be pruned after bloom, with the 
exception of removing dead or partly 
dead branches.
